Costa Mesa’s Mystery Pot Shop 

A year after the city got the DEA to raid legit dispensaries, one remains open—and no one knows why

A t first glance, there was nothing 
unusual about the brief news 
item that appeared in the July 5 
issue of the Daily Pilot : “A Costa Mesa 
man was arrested on suspicion of driv¬ 
ing under the influence of alcohol or 

b drugs after he 

crashed his SUV 
into a medical-

blotter sary.” The driver, 

a 68-year-old man 
behind the wheel 

of a 2013 Mitsubishi Outlander, smashed 
“into the front entrance of Newport 
Mesa Health Center, 524 W. 19th St., 
Unit B, about 3:30 p.m.,” the newspaper 
reported. “The car went clear to the 
back end of the business.” 

Because nobody was harmed in the 
incident, the story might have ended 
there. Some readers might have chuck¬ 
led over the irony of a drunk driver col¬ 
liding into a pot club. But to one reader, 
the story came as a complete shock. 

Costa Mesa had banned medical-mar¬ 
ijuana dispensaries in 2005, and seven 
years later, after unsuccessfully trying to 
force collectives to shut down, the city 
had called in the federal government 
to do the job. In January 2012, the DEA 
raided several clubs and sent letters 
threatening to file charges against oper¬ 
ators and landlords who didn’t leave 
town by the end of the month. So how 
could it be possible that while every 
other storefront had fled Costa Mesa, 
one club had managed to stay open, 
operating in plain sight, even surviving a 
collision with a drunk driver? 

The reader in question happened to 
be the former operator of another dis¬ 
pensary in the city who asked to remain 
anonymous for this article. That col¬ 
lective catered to seriously ill patients, 
received referrals from local hospitals 
and took pains to strictly follow the Cal¬ 
ifornia Attorney General’s guidelines on 
complying with the state’s medical-mar¬ 
ijuana law; when the city told it to shut 
down, the collective did so voluntarily. 
After reading the Daily Pilot story, the 
owner paid a visit to the police depart¬ 
ment and demanded some answers. 

First, the owner met with Lieuten¬ 
ant Mark Manley, the point person for 
enforcing the city’s ban on dispensaries, 
as well as an attorney working with the 
city. “They told me I could not reopen 
because of federal law,” the former dis¬ 
pensary owner told the Weekly. When 
asked why Newport Mesa Health Center 
was being allowed to operate, the owner 
claims another officer pointed at a stack 
of paperwork on his desk, all of which 
were unsolved cases of serious crimes 
such as murder. “If you open,” the offi¬ 
cer reportedly stated, “I will not have 


time to bother you.... We will ignore 
you also.” 

“I wasn’t the only operator who asked 
questions of the city,” the former owner 
says. “Other collective operators and 
attorneys did, too. But nobody wanted to 
answer any questions about that club.” 

Attorney Christopher Glew repre¬ 
sented several dispensaries that were 
forced out of Costa Mesa by the city last 
year. He expressed shock that officials 
would allow a club to continue operat¬ 
ing after being alerted to its presence. 
“The city of Costa Mesa spent a lot of 
money in legal fees and court costs and 
enforcement proceedings to shut down 
the dispensaries that were operating 
aboveboard and in compliance with 
state law,” he said. “We tried proposing 
regulations and tax schemes, and [the 
city] shot down everything, so the fact 
that people are drawing attention to a 
club and the city still isn’t doing any¬ 
thing is beyond bizarre.” 

The Weekly attempted to get answers 
about Costa Mesa’s policy on cannabis 
clubs, but telephone calls to Manley 
and City Attorney Tom Duarte went 
unanswered. While it’s certainly pos¬ 
sible the city is too busy to deal with 
what appears to be the only marijuana 
dispensary still operating in plain sight, 


a closer examination by the Weekly sug¬ 
gests that nothing about Newport Mesa 
Health Center holds up to even the 
slightest scrutiny. 

The dispensary, which filed articles 
of incorporation on Feb. 4, 2011, volun¬ 
tarily dissolved just four months later, 
on June 17, claiming it had no assets. 

The person who signed the paperwork 
was Blessing Apkofure, an anesthesi¬ 
ologist of Nigerian descent. (Efforts to 
reach her at the collective were unsuc¬ 
cessful, although an employee acknowl¬ 
edged she occasionally stopped by.) In 
any case, the California Board of Equal¬ 
ization states it has no sellers’ permit on 
file for the collective. 

Also, there’s the dispensary’s address: 
524 W. 19th St. It’s unusual because a 
review of title searches by the Weekly 
shows that, while there is a 524 W. 19th 
St. in Santa Ana and Huntington Beach, 
there isn’t one in Costa Mesa. The build¬ 
ing in which Newport Mesa Health Cen¬ 
ter operates (even though it shouldn’t) 
is part of a somewhat-dilapidated strip 
mall that also houses a taqueria, a pool 
hall and a smoke shop. On three separate 
occasions, a Weekly reporter was able to 
purchase marijuana inside after provid¬ 
ing a valid doctor’s note and a California 
driver’s license. However, at no point 


during the three visits was the reporter 
asked to sign a membership form for 
the cannabis collective, as required by 
state law. The other customers present 
each time personified the stereotype of 
the non-medical smoker, with almost all 
of them being young, often heavily tat¬ 
tooed men with no discernible ailments. 

Property records show the landlord 
is a Costa Mesa resident named Antonio 
L. Caselini, whose name turns up in 
numerous civil lawsuits. According to 
a 1993 civil lawsuit, Caselini is actually 
an alias; his real name is Safar Bahk- 
shi. A 1984 property record shows that 
“Caselini” handed over a Huntington 
Beach property that year to his wife, 
Roberta Bahkshi. 

Reached by telephone this week, 
Caselini refused to answer any ques¬ 
tions and immediately hung up the 
phone. In a subsequent conversa¬ 
tion, he acknowledged being Newport 
Mesa Health Center’s landlord, but he 
claimed the dispensary had already 
moved and that “attorneys were han¬ 
dling the matter.” Then he hung up 
again. However, just minutes before 
that call, the Weekly telephoned the 
dispensary and spoke to an employee. It 
was still open for business.

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i dam Whobery is doing what he has done for the better 
part of a decade: concentrating deeply while staring into 
a flame. 

The thirtysomething craftsman, wearing a black cutoff T-shirt 
and a pair of custom didymium shades, is standing in an industrial 
roll-up he shares with other glassblowers as he quietly turns thin 
rods of colored borosilicate into yet another impossibly detailed, 
sculptural work of art, one that will most likely sell for thousands 
of dollars. 

Unlike most of his previous pieces—which have recently included 
hand-held replicas of hot rods, Nike Dunks and Wolverine action 
figures—the delicate rodent wheel he is constructing in this Garden 
Grove office park will soon become part of a larger conceptual art 
piece titled Mind Over Matter. 

As with all of Whobery’s work, however, it will also be functional— 
you will be able to smoke out of it. 

“Even if I make a big artistic piece, I’ll still hide a pipe in it,” says 
Whobery, who sells his high-end functional art under the name 
“Hoobs.” “My goal over the next few years is to develop my voice as 
a sculptor. I want to make things that say something... but the pipe 
community is where it all started, so you can’t deny that either.” 
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For nearly three decades, American 
pipers such as Whobery have been driv¬ 
ing innovation and doing striking tech¬ 
nical work in the field of lamp-worked 
glass. But the folk-art roots and illicitness 
of their chosen media’s functionality has 
kept their art largely out of the public 
eye, as well as earning snubs from more 
traditional glass artists who, as with most 
people outside of the scene, can’t look 
past the fact there is a bowl inside it. 

When Whobery started attaching 
sculptural extras to his colorful glass pipes 
as a South Bay twentysomething in the 
early aughts, most smoke shops were still 
buying mass-produced Chinese bongs; 
there wasn’t much room for locally made 
pieces with an elevated price point. 

Specialty glass stores wouldn’t sell 
them, and, of course, museums wouldn’t 
display them. In order to make a living, 
many—including Whobery—turned to a 
national network of so-called pipers, who 
thrived on online sales and word-of-mouth 
promotion to continue growing their craft. 

But as marijuana legalization 
becomes a reality across the country 
for both medical and recreational use, 
these artists are beginning to emerge 
from their underground community, 
encouraged by a growing number of 
collectors, head shops and art galleries 
now seeking to promote and encourage 
this uniquely American vocation. 

“There are people who are still blind 
and don’t accept us just on principle,” 
says Steve Hoppenfeld, a.k.a. “Hops,” 
who makes his high-end glass pipes in 
the same industrial unit as Whobery. “But 
we’re not just stoners making whatever. 
We’re coming with portfolios. We’re 
coming with documentation. We’re try¬ 
ing to take this seriously and be seen in a 
serious way. One day, pipers will get the 
credit they deserve, and it’ll be like how 
we can all think fondly of the bootlegging 
era—yeah, that’s how we got NASCAR. 
They were the bad boys, but they’re not 
that bad.” 

The workspace that Whobery and 
Hoppenfeld share is a communal glass- 
blowing studio affectionately called 
“Cobra Kai,” after the antagonistic dojo 
in Karate Kid. It’s an open warehouse 
space about 50 feet long, with eight 
lamp-equipped stations, each littered 
with scrap glass, graphite tools and 
canisters of Boromax frit powder. Every 
few feet, a completed product from 
someone’s personal collection stands 
above the snippets, its glass lightly 
tinted with use. 

Kilns and lathes of various sizes 
are organized according to workflow 
throughout the room, though the setup 
looks less like a pottery studio and more 
like a collective bachelor pad, as if every¬ 
one brought their own couch into the 
living room on move-in day. 

Thor, a wiry boxer belonging to a 
glassblower renting a station near the 
back entrance, shuffles around the studio 
before plopping down on an open spot on 
the concrete floor. 

Whobery, originally from Torrance, 
and Hoppenfeld, who cut his teeth in 
the Philly glass-art scene, are two of the 


biggest contemporary names in the func¬ 
tional-glass art business. And along with 
East Coast-bred stalwarts such as Derek 
“DWreck” White, Jonathon “Pakoh” 
Gilbert and Nate “JAG” Purcell, all have 
moved to Orange County in the past few 
years in an unexplained immigration of 


notable pipers. 

Together, these newly local artists have 
been responsible for introducing into the 
scene now-commonplace borosilicate 
creations including marbles, pendants, 
inline percolators and sandblasted vapor 
rigs. Purcell was the first in the commu¬ 
nity to have his work be recognized by 
the studio glass-art world—although none 
of the curators who chose to include his 
pieces in the coffee-table-worthy Pen- 


land Book of Glass realized his African- 
inspired scenes of baskets and figures 
were actually usable pipes. 

“I will tell you right now that 90 per¬ 
cent of the industry is pretty unimagi¬ 
native. Most guys are just ordinary pip¬ 
ers,” says White, who sandblasts pen¬ 


tagrams and naked ladies on handmade 
pieces in a Fountain Valley office park. 
“But some of us use the tools to express 
ourselves. That’s why I embraced the 
taboo. If pipe-makers are going to be 
viewed as the scum of the earth, then 
that’s going to be everything I’m about. 
Because the pipe is a social instrument, 
by putting religious and sexually pro¬ 
vocative imagery, it incites conversa¬ 
tions from the users on those topics. I 



like thinking that in some subtle way, 
with a pipe, you are influencing soci¬ 
ety’s boundaries.” 

f Whobery is the calm, meticulous 
one of the local glassblower bunch, 
then White is the Bret Michaels 
of pipers. Bearded like Brent Hinds from 
Mastodon and with a friendliness that’s 
as aggressive as it is passionate, White 
has been through the past 15 years of the 
culture’s uncertainty and lived to reap the 
small-business benefits of it. 

“I was really driven to work not for 
someone else,” White says of why he first 
started creating pipes in the late ’90s. 

“I enjoyed smoking weed, and it was all 
about the lifestyle.” 

Back then, there were already legions 
of guys creating smokeable basics out 
of borosilicate glass—a type of hard (not 
soda-lime) glass originally designed for 
laboratory equipment. Used to make 
beakers and test tubes, boro was easily 
adopted by pipers for its ability to both 
withstand higher temperatures and be 
blown to within millimeters of precision, 
allowing creative glassworkers to experi¬ 
ment with new designs and shapes. 

But the art and culture of glass pipes 
was still young when White began, going 
back only a decade or so to the Eugene, 
Oregon-parked trailer of a hippie named 
Bob Snodgrass, revered as the godfather 
of artistic hard glass. 

Blowing glass pipes for his friends and

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fellow potheads in the ’80s, Snodgrass 
was the first to discover the technique 
of fuming, inadvertently creating the 
“color-changing” pipe, now a staple for 
any respectable head shop. With grow¬ 
ing demand for these new smoking 
apparatuses, Snodgrass also became the 
first glassblower to take his products on 
the road, hawking “Snoddies” at Grate¬ 
ful Dead concerts and building the pipe 
scene’s first guerrilla sales network. 

When not touring with the Dead, 
Snodgrass was in Eugene, teaching 
apprentices the gospel of smokeable 
glasswork. Other glassblowers began 
building upon Snodgrass’ discoveries, 
working with even more textures and 
color patterns, designing intricate, so- 
called “heady” smoking devices that 
looked less and less like the standard 
handpipe and inventing new ways of get¬ 
ting smoke to lungs, such as the bubbler 
and the multichambered bong. 

Soon, communities of boro blowers 
were popping up all over the country, 
each with its own talent pool, person¬ 
ality and techniques. Names such as 
Darby Holm, Clinton Roman and Del- 
lene Peralta began to emerge, though 
reaching a wider market to sell to 
remained elusive. 

“Before the Internet, I’d have to go to 
a Phish concert or a parking lot of a festi¬ 
val,” says Aaron “Marble Slinger” Golbert, 
an East Coast glass-pipe artist and direc¬ 
tor of Degenerate Art, the 2012 seminal 
documentary on the community. “I would 
sit on streets with them or take gun cases 
full of pipes to bars. Head shops weren’t 
investing the kind of money we wanted. 

It was a different world—more wild West. 
We had no idea how many others were 
doing this.” 

At the turn of the millennium, the 
Internet became the new parking lot, 


and pipers turned to its limitless shelf 
space and exponential outreach abilities 
to showcase and sell their increasingly 
artistic goods. The success of individual 
glassblowers, however, gave way to com¬ 
panies that turned out production-grade 
pipes for a market that seemed to have 
no boundaries, and by the early 2000s, 
the billion-dollar-a-year drug-parapher¬ 
nalia industry had landed itself on the 
Drug Enforcement Agency’s radar. 

Early on the morning of Feb. 24, 2003, 
federal agents knocked on front doors 
around the country, dragging more than 
55 glass-pipe manufacturers and website 
owners out of their beds and into jail. 
Dubbed “Operation Pipe Dream,” the 
government’s raids sought to take down 
all major pipe suppliers in the country 
and make an example out of those who 
dared to sell pipes, bongs and roach 
clips via the Internet, a rarely enforced 
federal crime. Major companies were 
immediately dissolved including Jerome 
Baker Glass, 101 North Glass and Chong 
Glass Works/Nice Dreams, the company 
started by Tommy Chong’s son, which 
infamously landed the Up In Smoke star 
in jail for nine months. 

It also scared the shit out of glass 
artists who had just begun to find 
a way to showcase their wares to a 
larger audience. 

Although pushed back underground 
and away from the sales engine of the 
Internet, pipe-making didn’t disappear 
as an art form as much as it became 
reborn as an even more community-ori¬ 
ented craft. Artists took on hip-hop-style 
nicknames as they experimented fur¬ 
ther. In an attempt to avoid meddling in 
online sales, many artists uploaded pho¬ 
tos of their work to web galleries, includ¬ 
ing www.glasspipes.org, where fans and 
other glassblowers could network and 
give feedback to one another. 

“That’s where we became aware 
of the rest of us in the country. It was

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glasspipes.org that was really unifying,” 
says White, who picked up the moniker 
DWreck around this time. “This is pre- 
Myspace, pre-Facebook.” 

Today, as public support leans more 
and more in favor of marijuana legaliza¬ 
tion and President Barack Obama said 
last year the federal government has 
“bigger fish to fry” than marijuana users, 
Operation Pipe Dream’s effects live on 
through the negative public perceptions 
of smokeable glass art. Even though 
there is a large and growing commu¬ 
nity of glass pipe collectors who now 
pay top-dollar for one-offs from major 
industry names, the culture continues to 
live just under the surface of mainstream 
acceptance, trapped by legal issues of 
functionality and archaic ideas of what a 
pipe can be. 

“The only thing that most people 
know about glass pipes is that it’s drug 
paraphernalia. That’s the reputation 
on the street,” says Gilbert. “But when 
I only have three sentences to explain 
to a stranger what I do, I usually try to 
describe them as ornate and artistic 
pieces, and I’ll usually bring the price 
tag out. ‘My friend sold one last week for 
$10,000.’ That’s almost the price of a car, 
so then their imagination starts to visual¬ 
ize something amazing.” 

he first piece of art Dustin 
Abrams ever bought was a 
conch shell pipe by Christina 
Cody. When laid flat on a table, the 
spiny, glass creation looked like a piece 
of oceanic flotsam, not out of place 
among sand dollars and pieces of coral 
on a vacation-rental coffee table. But 
when the Los Alamitos native took the 
piece back to his friends at San Diego 
State University and showed them its 
underside, everyone flipped out that 
this apparent paperweight was as func¬ 
tional as it was beautiful. 

“No one there had ever seen anything 
like that before,” Abrams says. “From that 
one, my collection has grown extensively. 
I can’t stop.” 

Abrams is one of four brothers who 
own and operate High Priority Glass and 
GooseFire Gallery in Long Beach, a dual- 
purpose storefront. The concept is sim¬ 
ple—have a high-end head shop attached 
to a functional glass-art gallery—and the 


execution divine. 

From the street, the gallery is all that 
is visible; red double doors lead curi¬ 
osity-seekers into a brick-walled foyer, 
then into a white-walled space filled 
with cases upon cases of contemporary 
artistic pipemaking. Monthly shows 
ensure the cases consistently rotate 
works by large industry names, but the 
house collection features one-of-a-kind 
vintage and recent pieces, from Kurt B’s 
famous honey-bear bong to glass Mun- 
nys from Philly glassblower Coyle. 

About 10 steps into GooseFire, High 
Priority Glass becomes visible. Glass 
counters and white-lit cabinets line the 
inner space’s back walls. Inside are pieces 
of meticulous contemporary glasswork of 
every style and genre, from nearly every 
artist and brand in the game. 

From sherlocks to steamrollers to hun¬ 
dreds of direct-injection bubblers, High 
Priority stocks pricey glass pieces and 
accessories for even the most discerning 
smoker. If you ever thought pipes were 
only sold at seedy cigarette or porn deal¬ 
ers that just so happen to stock some 
crappy Chinese glass, this is most defi¬ 
nitely not that place.

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“People who come in off the street 
thinking we’re just a gallery have a hard 
time with it. They walk through Goose- 
Fire and see we’re a pipe shop, and they 
do a double-take, which is expected,” 
Abrams says. “If you’ve never seen it 
before, you’re going to be scared for sure. 
If you’re not involved in this, you might 
even be hesitant to walk into a place like 
this. But then you see the type of work 
that’s in just the first few cases, and you 
quickly see the possibilities.” 

Abrams’ older brother, Matt, started 
High Priority Glass at 2765 Broadway in 
2010 with the idea of stocking all Ameri¬ 
can-made products from brands such as 
Illadelph and Zob. After discovering the 
work of famous glass artists, however, 
the store began carrying more art-driven, 
headier pieces, and soon enough, a gallery 
was an inevitable addition. “It was kind 
of forced,” Dustin says. “The need over¬ 
weighed everything else.” 

GooseFire Gallery opened across 
the street from High Priority just six 
months later, and Dustin began coor¬ 
dinating monthly art shows featuring 
names such as Clinton Roman, Jason 
Lee and Coyle, who were tasked with 
filling up an entire gallery and display¬ 
ing who they are, as any major artist 
would at a mainstream gallery. For some 
artists, it was their first solo gallery 
exhibition, earning GooseFire national 
recognition. And for collectors, these 
shows are a rare opportunity to see and 
purchase the glasswork in person—even 
if it means traveling across state lines 
to get there. Shows easily draw 500 to 
1,000 people per opening. 

Aside from Brooklyn’s Easy Street 
Gallery, which closed to move opera¬ 
tions online in 2011, GooseFire is the 
only physical gallery in the country 
that has dedicated itself to showcasing 
and elevating glass-pipe art. Its loca¬ 
tion in Long Beach, with its proxim¬ 


ity to Orange County’s glassblowing 
community, is pure serendipity, but its 
importance to the greater glass-art cul¬ 
ture is immense. 

“The thing with glass pipes is we put 
a lot of work into it, and the reason we 
call our work ‘art’ is not to get into some 
discussion about what art is or ‘art vs. 
craft’—we’re just looking for respect,” 
says Golbert. “So to have a gallery treat 
your work like it was any other gallery 
show, it’s definitely inspiring to the artist. 
When you give an artist an opportunity 
like a show, it really plays a big role in the 
psyche of things.... I would definitely 
say that a place like GooseFire anchors a 
region. They’re the only ones doing what 
they’re doing.” 

While stores such as Illusionz in 
Colorado and Big Mike’s in Texas stock 
similar artists and are notable high-end 
head shops in their own right, High Pri¬ 
ority and GooseFire have proven them¬ 
selves to be a formidable double force, 
especially on the educational front. In 
a city where the constructed Arts Dis¬ 
tricts and mildly attended monthly art 
walks are on the other side of town, bus¬ 
tling GooseFire shows tend to intrigue 
locals. And ever since High Priority 
ditched its original retail unit across 
the street to be attached physically to 
GooseFire, the Abramses have been uti¬ 
lizing this unusual setup to spread the 
word about the growing art form. 

“We thought it’d be more intriguing to 
say it’s functional,” says Dustin. “Then 
people have to ask, ‘What’s it used for?’ 
Well... what would you like to use it for?” 

he line stretched down Broad¬ 
way, through the Long Beach 
darkness for a full city block, 
ending in front of a car full of young 
guys drinking cans of Coke with all the 
doors open. The car’s license plate was 
from Washington. 

“Oh, my god, that’s DWreck!” one 
of the guys squealed to his buddies as 
White walked toward Temple Avenue. 
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He stopped to say hi to another bearded 
man. “And there’s Joe Peters!” Everyone 
scrambled for a look. 

More than 1,500 people from around 
the world assembled at GooseFire Gallery 
that September night for Peters’ first solo 
gallery show, which featured 10 pedes¬ 
taled cases filled with multi-eyed aliens, 
ornate oceanic scenes and dozens of 
creations done in the artist’s latest honey- 
inflected style. 

The most breathtaking pieces barely 
looked functional, mantle-worthy sculp¬ 
tures covered with mini glass bees and 
delicate honeycombs, oozing with amber 
boro resembling sap from a tree. By the 
end of the night, most of the show- 
including multiple $1,800 pendants, $250 
dabbers and $3,000 concentrate vapor 
rigs—was sold out. 

Peters’ “Side Show” is already, by far, 
the most attended exhibition GooseFire 
has seen in the two and a half years it has 
been open, and it may well have been the 
best-attended opening at a private gallery 
in Long Beach history. 

The turnout was more than just a testa¬ 
ment to the current popularity of artistic 
glass pipes in general—it was also an 
indication of the scene’s next level, what 
happens when a subculture encourages 
the more traditional artists not just to pay 
attention, but also to join in. 

Peters isn’t a pipe-maker by trade— 
he’s a mainstream glass artist, hurt by 
the sagging economy, who for the past 
few years has been using his skills to 
make a living in the high-end pipe world. 
As with former Glass Art Society presi¬ 


dent Robert Mickelsen, who now makes 
pricey pipes under the name RAM, 

Peters is a slice of studio art in a sea of 
self-taught glassblowers. 

“Joe Peters is a milestone,” says White. 
“When I got into this, even then, I was 
like, ‘Where are the real glassblowers, and 
why aren’t they doing this?’ Of course, it 


was because it’s so taboo, but Joe Peters 
all these years later is doing what I 
thought the original glassblowers could 
be doing the whole time. He brought the 
traditional glassblowing aesthetic and 
made it functional.” 

The pieces Peters made for his Goose¬ 
Fire show were so extremely technical 
and so far into another echelon from 


glass pipes being made today that White 
compared it to when rock & roll was guys 
playing Rickenbockers in suits and ties, 
then—BAM!—Led Zeppelin. 

This kind of integration of some mem¬ 
bers of the mainstream glass-art com¬ 
munity has convinced many pipers their 
work will soon be getting larger recogni¬ 


tion from the art world—specifically, the 
country’s two major glass museums. “I 
see the pipes as part of a culture, rather 

than as art, per se_Most pipe-makers 

do not have an art background; they are 
trained in glassmaking—and specifically 
in flameworking—but not studio art,” 
says Tina Oldknow, curator of modern 
glass at the Corning Museum of Glass in 


New York. “However, I think the pipes 
relate to a larger culture of ‘fantasy,’ and 
in this milieu, I think the pipe-makers 
would thrive.” 

Though Oldknow says pipes are some¬ 
thing her museum should collect and she 
is open to discussing potential donations, 
two curators from the Museum of Glass 
in Tacoma are the only ones with major 
institutional ties who have actually made 
the jump to putting together an exhibit. 
Last month, the Center on Contempo¬ 
rary Art in Seattle opened “Ceci N’Est 
Pas Une Pipe,” the first large-scale show 
curated by people outside of the glass- 
pipe culture. The group show focused on 
“flameworked borosilicate glass associ¬ 
ated with the emergence of cannabis 
legalization,” including pipes, bubblers, 
tubes, vaporizers, jars, marbles, scientific 
glass, and other functional and non-func¬ 
tional fine art inspired by the movement. 

Still, many ask, if you want acceptance 
from the mainstream art world, why 
make it a pipe? Without a bowl in it, many 
of the sculptural pieces from Whobery, 
Hoppenfeld, Gilbert, White and more 
would easily stand up against other con¬ 
temporary glass. 

“I think it’s a thing that brings all of 
us together—the pipe,” says Hoppenfeld. 
“The pipe connects it to the subculture 
that it came from. It’s the linking force for 
everything that we’re about. We’re bring¬ 
ing it just as hard as whatever you would 
consider art. We might have to hide the 
bowl and cover it up for now, but we’re 
getting it in there—you’ll see.”

'People who come in off the street thinking we’re just 
a gallery have a hard time with it. They walk through 
Goosefire and see we’re a pipe shop, and they do a 
double-take, which is expected,” Dustin Abrams says. “If 
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you're not involved in this, you might even be hesitant 
to walk into a place like this. But then you see the 
type of work that's in just the first few cases, and you 

quickly see the possibilities.”

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What’s a Wasachio? 

White Wasabi does crudo and other things that make it distinctive, 

even if it looks like every other sushi bar

I f you’ve been to your share of sushi 
bars, White Wasabi Sushi + Beer will 
resemble most of them. Take the floor 
plan of a random neighborhood joint, 
then overlay it on top of White Wasabi’s, 
and chances are good they’d line up 
perfectly. There’s only so much a sushi- 
restaurant designer can do with a room 
when he’s given the usual rectangle of 
space in a supermarket-anchored shop¬ 
ping center to work with. White Wasabi, 
as with so many others, is located in 
one. So when you walk in, you aren’t 
surprised to see the bar butted up 
against the wall to the left, the tables 
to the right and the restrooms in the 
back. Apart from the exposed air 
ducts that zigzag the ceiling, you 
notice nothing distinctive here, 
except maybe the blackboard that 
wraps itself above the bar like 
a headband. To give a sense of 
immediacy, the entire menu has 
been scribbled in chalk. It’s only 
when you flip through the printed 
menu that you realize White Was¬ 
abi isn’t like the last place from 
which you ordered a California 
roll bento box. 

The first thing that pops out is the 
sushi roll called the “Prosciutto,” 
which promises salami, goat cheese 
and a length of shrimp tempura, the 
whole thing wrapped around pro¬ 
sciutto, and then deep fried. Then 
you find out that the list of “special 
sashimi” is not, in fact, sashimi, but 
crudo, the Italian way to eat raw fish 
that involves marinades, elaborate 
garnishes and sauce—really, really 
good sauce. When you order the 
first item listed in this category, 
you’re served eight caviar-topped 
salmon slices swimming in a sea of a 
frothy, thick, peanut butter-colored 
concoction chef Rain Pantana calls 
“Wasachio Sauce.” You take your 
fish, carefully fold it over the caviar 
as though a taco and drag it through 


the creamy liquid, and when you’ve 
exhausted all of your salmon, you ask for 
a spoon to scoop up the rest. You take a 
wild guess from the name that the rich, 
tangy, almost nutty emulsion must have 
been made with wasabi and pistachio... or 
something like that. 

The sauce in the next “special sashimi” 
you try beguiles and delights you just 
as much as the wasachio did. This one 
is adobe red, and you’re sure it involves 
Roma tomatoes because it’s mentioned 
on the menu and has the mild acidity 
of something tomato-based. But it, too, 
is a mystery. This time, the grouping of 
seared salmon slices sits on an island of 


tiny white beans that’s showered with 
fresh berries, the sauce lapping up the 
sides as though waves on a deserted 
beach. As you squeegee up the last drops 
with your finger, realizing the kitchen 
poured in enough to coat a serving of 
pasta, you’re now completely convinced 
White Wasabi is definitely unlike any 
sushi bar you’ve seen before. It defies 
categorization, but you try anyway. There 
are the hard-core itamaes who only 
do nigiri; and there are the likes of RA 
Sushi, emporiums whose main goal is to 
pack them in during happy hour. White 
Wasabi seems to float above them all in 
its own cloud of creativity, even if it still 




offers nigiri, its own happy hour 
and combo specials (featuring 
teriyaki chicken, beef or salmon 
coupled with tempura or Califor¬ 
nia rolls). 

Another thing you’ve seen every¬ 
where else but never in a sushi bar: 
roasted Brussels sprouts, cooked 
in an oven located behind the bar, 
and coaxed to deliciousness with 
garlic butter and olive oil in a saute 
pan. For another appetizer called a 
“Phyllo Quartet,” tiny phyllo cups 
are filled with various goodies such 
as crab topped with a lacy, fried 
quail egg and pokes of tuna, salmon 
and hamachi—a plate so elegant¬ 
looking it’s destined for thousands 
of braggy Facebook posts. And 
when you order the fried calamari, 
you find White Wasabi does it as 
though it means it, serving the 
squid in a miniature brown bag, 
the steaks as thick as French toast 
sticks and so obscenely tender they 
should be set as an example to fol¬ 
low for all who would fry squid. 

When you venture into the more 
traditional sushi rolls, you see more 
garnishes and more mystery sauces. 
You discover that fried shards of 
crispy parsnip and a creamy jala- 
peno sauce does, indeed, work very 
well with a seared-salmon-topped 
roll stuffed with spicy salmon, asparagus, 
shrimp tempura and cream cheese. It’s so 
good you ignore for the moment that noth¬ 
ing in it seems to have anything to do with 
Scotland Yard, which is what the roll is 
called. White Wasabi uses other whimsical 
names that don’t connect in any way with 
the rolls they’re describing. But then you 
expect that: You’ve been to your share of 
sushi bars.

T his is how progress works in Orange 
County: find a strip mall that houses two 
legendary Mexican restaurants, places that 
have fed generations of eaters, that remain 
wildly popular—and unceremoniously boot 
them to the proverbial dustbins. 

That's what happened late last month, 
when Santa Ana officials forced out Grande 
Bakery and El Polio Norteno from their 
longtime homes on Grand Avenue in the 
name of modernity. Grande just happened 
to be the second-oldest remaining Mexican 
restaurant in OC, having fed the masses its 
pan dulces, tortillas and tamales since 1951 
(only Sarinana's Tamale Factory, about 10 
minutes away, is older). El Polio Norteno is 
a bit younger—it opened in 1981—but is no 
less historic: for many gabachos , it was their 
first experience of polio asado, the Sinaloan 
art of placing chicken over a mesquite- 
fueled open flame and eating the sumptuous 
results, a style since copied by the Juan 
Polio and Char-o Chicken chains. But such 
heritage wasn't enough for SanTana offi¬ 
cials, who decided the strip mall that housed 
the two stood in the way of a street-wid¬ 
ening project and used eminent domain to 
push them out (why couldn'tthey have done 
that to The Orange County Register!). 

The owners of Grande Bakery also 
owned the strip mall and are taking the city 
to court to get a higher payout than what 
SanTana officials offered. Councilman 
Vince Sarmiento has gone on the record as 
saying he wants Grande Bakery to reopen 
with the city's help, but that's probably not 
going to happen. At least El Polio Norteno 
will remain: its success over the years 
allowed it to open three other branches, one 
in SanTana, one in Anaheim and the other 
in Garden Grove. There, you can still order 
epic meals of chicken, the skin turned into 
golden shards, the meat as bouncy as a 
marshmallow, the two soaked in lime juice 
and chile powder that embeds itself down 
into the bone. SI, they sell burritos and tacos 
and even other meats, but one always goes 
with your choice of chicken size (quarter, 
half or full), sides of pinto beans and rice, 
and corn tortillas that should be better but 
you always forgive because everything else 
is so delicious. 

Those other Polio Norteno outposts will 
last decades, thank God. But the closing 
of the pioneer location is a reminderto us 
all: Restaurants that we take for granted 
can quickly disappear due to the whims of 
pendejo bureaucrats. Eat while you can.

t’s one thing to have a passion for 
something, and it’s another to pursue 
it. Kyle Owens took a risk when he 
chose to start his own service, cook¬ 
ing and delivering Paleo-friendly meals 
to clients in CrossFit gyms.

Fish for Breakfast? 

Daing na bangus (marinated milkfish) 
silog breakfast at Chowking 


U nlike us Americans, Filipinos have 
no qualms about having a big old 
stinky fish—with the head still 
attached—as breakfast, paired with fried 
rice and a fried egg. The fish is usually 
bangus, or milkfish, a species beloved by 
Pinoys and Indonesians alike for its inher¬ 
ent yogurt-like tang. This is not a mild fish. 
If s, well, fishy. It tastes like fish should, is 
less oily than mackerel, but richer in flavor 
than salmon, and has a thousand comb¬ 
like bones if you eat it straight out of the 
water unprocessed. 

When you have bangus at a Filipino 
restaurant, it won’t have any bones. Called 
daing na bangus, it will be bifurcated 
lengthwise, marinated in vinegar and garlic, 
and deep-fried to a golden brown so the

flesh can be easily scooped up with a spoon. 
And at Chowking, part of the Jollibee 
conglomerate, a silog (egg and fried rice) 
breakfast-plate combo containing it and 
another meat—say, pork tocino—can be had 
at any time of the day... which automati¬ 
cally makes it more palatable for those who 
shudder at eating fish for breakfast but have 
no qualms with eating eggs for dinner.

Better Sazerac at 
Memphis At the Santora 

I have always had an affinity for the French. 

It runs in my family: There's French blood on 
my mom's side (or so my grandmother told us), 

I spoke with my grandfather better in French 
than Vietnamese, and my dad sang me French 
songs when I was a child, so it shouldn't be a 
surprise that when 14-year-old Charles Lam 
had to choose between French and Spanish, 
he chose the less useful one. (At least it's 
more romantic... right?) 

The Francophilia has leeched into my drink¬ 
ing. Belgian ales (they count), cognac (the 
drink of my people), absinthe (who doesn't 
love anise seed?)—I love them all. So when I 
heard that the sazerac Jefferson Van Billard 
concocted at Memphis Atthe Santora was 
"the Frenchiest thing" he's ever made, well 
... here's this review. It's true. That sazerac 
is the most French thing I've ever consumed, 
and I spent a good chunk of my last year as a 
French major sitting atthe Anthill Pub, drinking 
wine, eating cheese and reading Moliere. 

THE DRINK 

Van Billard's sazerac is a mix of cognac, both 



Peychaud's and Angostura bitters, a Char¬ 
treuse blend, and turbinado sugar served 
straight up in a glass spritzed with absinthe 
and a sliver of lemon rind. For a drink that's 
all alcohol, the sazerac is exceedingly mel¬ 
low and does a great job of being an autumn 
cocktail without being an "autumn" cocktail. 
There's no cinnamon, no apple, no freaking 
pumpkin spice, but it tastes nice and herbal. 

It leaves you cozy and warm and is almost 
medicinal in a you're-going-to-sleep-well 
kind of way. This is the sazerac you want 
when you feel like journaling or being morose 
or conquering the rest of mainland Europe as 
an emperor.

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The God Who Slummed on Earth 

Thor returns, diminished

A mong the Avengers, Thor should 
reign supreme. Sure, Captain 
America is the de facto leader, 
but even he—as with the others—is just a 
jacked-up human. Thor is a god. Or if not 
quite a god, as he demurs, he’s the next 
best thing: a flying titan with a 5,000-year 
lifespan. How old is he now? Who knows. 
But if you’ve seen the trailer, you know 
I’m not the only one tempted to hack off a 
limb and count the rings. 

Do the math, and in Thor-years, a 
mortal lives as long as a carnival goldfish. 
Which explains why he’s befuddled when 
Earth girl Jane (Natalie Portman) slaps 
him for ditching her in New Mexico. To 
her, the blond lug (Chris Hemsworth) has 
been MIA for two years. To him, it’s just 
been a momentary pop-off while he, you 
know, fought the rest of space into sub¬ 
mission. And to us, it’s just a quick, cheap 
giggle. Though Portman and Hemsworth 
are two perfect physical specimens, 
they give off less heat than a dime-store 
lighter. Portman seems to be inwardly 
rolling her eyes that she has followed up 
her Oscar win with two roles that have 
stuck her in a metal bra. 

No matter. Their miscast romance is 
just one cog in Thor: The Dark World, 
which is itself just one motor in the bil¬ 
lion-dollar Marvel machine that will run 
tirelessly as long as each film is, at mini¬ 
mum, competent. The Dark World has 
the essentials—four fights, six quips and 
one Earth city reduced to rubble—and 
it moves the franchise another furlong 
closer to 2015’s Avengers 2. 

Instead of Kenneth Branagh’s delight¬ 
fully silly Shakespeare, this Thor is 
helmed by TV director Alan Taylor of 
Game of Thrones. Thanks to The Aveng¬ 
ers’ $1.5 billion global haul, Taylor was 
clearly given a bigger checkbook. Thor’s 
astral home of Asgard is twinklier, the 
Rainbow Bridge is rainbowier, and 
the villains, well, are still just a bunch 
of grim-faced gray-and-black aliens— 
haven’t we killed six kinds of them 
already?—equipped with the Aether, yet 
another raw element of destruction akin 
to the Tesseract. You’d think the universe 
would stop creating suicide weapons, 
but then again, this galaxy is so goofy it’s 
made of nine colorful circular worlds 
that every five millennia layer themselves 
like a Super Bowl dip. 

As The Dark World— so named for 
Svartalfheim, the home of the Dark 
Elves—starts, the nine realms are due to 
align again that week. Whadda coinci¬ 
dence! And so awakens the dread elf king 
Malekith (Christopher Eccleston), a fiend 
with white skin and coal-lump eyes like 
a skinny snowman, who wants to reclaim 
the Aether and simultaneously smash 
every living thing to pieces, which is a 
surprise only if you haven’t seen a comic¬ 


book movie in the past six years. (Did it 
really take eight credited writers to come 
up with that shocker of a climax?) At least 
there are some nifty black-hole grenades, 
which turn their victims inside-out like a 
rolled-up sock before goingpoof 

Hemsworth’s Thor is still big and blond, 
and he makes a grand entrance. Here, 
he’s first seen thwomping his hammer 
against a rock monster while Wagnerian 
Valkyries shriek their excitement. He gets 
one half-decent nude scene for the ladies, 
though nothing so lusty as in the first film, 
when he silenced Portman just by pass¬ 
ing shirtless through her apartment. But 
the sequel forces him to spend most of his 
time in space, against golden CG vistas 
that leave him seeming puny. He fares bet¬ 
ter on Earth, where Hemsworth can get 
laughs by being a Norse god in mundane 
apartments, dutifully hanging his hammer 
on a coat rack. Torn between two worlds, 
the character feels adrift in his own movie 
when he’s the one Avenger who should 
be the most anchored—he’s certainly the 
only one with a full regiment of family 
and friends, even if his younger brother 
Loki (Tom Hiddleston) can’t stop trying 
to kill everyone. 

It’s impossible to imagine Tony Stark 
hanging out at a bar with his friends’ 
babies, as Thor does here. And unlike the 
Iron Man flicks—which, for better and 
worse, hum along solely on star Robert 
Downey Jr.’s charisma—Thor’s world 
is so crowded by naked scientists (Stel- 
lan Skarsgard), wisecracking babes (Kat 
Dennings), hard-fighting babes (Jaimie 
Alexander), imperious kings (Anthony 
Hopkins) and idiot interns (Jonathan 
Howard) that Thor himself can feel 
almost inessential. He even lets Brides¬ 
maids charmer Chris O’Dowd steal two 
scenes as a schmuck trying to woo Port- 
man. Minn Gud, man. 

As Thor matures, his ego shrinks, along 
with his identity. Lacking Iron Man’s wit, 
the Hulk’s brains and the Captain’s ideals, 
he’s in peril of goingpoo/himself if the 
franchise doesn’t figure out how to capi¬ 
talize on its most glorious hero. But there’s 
one scene, a Viking burial at the end of the 
world, in which The Dark World shows 
the emotional potential of the berserker, 
beautiful Norse epic we’ve yet to see. Thor 
might not be immortal, but he’s the only 
Avenger with the operatic ambition to 
reach, literally, for the heavens.

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ABOUTTIME Richard Curtis has so much 
to tell us about life. Seize the day! 

Show people you love them before 
it's too late! Don't let the right one get 
away! His movies become restless 
jumbles of exclamation points panto¬ 
mimed by actors. Some still work like 
gangbusters ( Four Weddings and a 
Funeral ). Others are so gummed up with 
allegedly colorful types with adorable 
romantic problems that they meld into a 
sort of rom-com mulch [Love Actually ). 
About Time is dreadful in many, though 
not all, ways. Tim (Domhnall Gleeson) 
is the scion of an eccentric but gen¬ 
teel English family that likes to have 
lunch on the beach near their rambling 
family estate every day, summer and 
winter. But don't hate him just yet: His 
father is played by Curtis favorite Bill 


Nighy—always a good thing—and 
when Tim turns 21, Dad informs him 
that the men in the family share a gift: 
They can travel back in time, but only to 
moments they've already experienced. 
Tim uses this power to fine-tune his 
awkwardness with girls into a kind of 
stealth courtship. When he opens his 
mouth and something stupid comes out, 
he can just reel back a few minutes. 
That's how he lands Mary (Rachel 
McAdams), a clumsy-cute publishing 
type who of course has no clue about 
Tim's unusual gift. Gleeson—son of the 
superb Brendan Gleeson—is that rare 
movie commodity, a fairly charismatic 
redheaded actor. Curtis uses the time- 
travel device to achieve a number of 
aims, not all of them wretched, but he's 
always putting quotation marks around 
things, squeezing every dramatic drop 
out of even the most pedestrian device.

GREAT EXPECTATIONS Besides its 
cast, a parade of Brit aces the likes of 
which we haven't seen since the last 
episode of Wizard Boy Has a Sad, the 
quality that most distinguishes Mike 
Newell's adaptation of the best-titled 
of all English novels is its healthy 
fullness. In the decades since David 
Lean's definitive film, one of those rare 
cases of genius adapting genius, Great 
Expectations has again and again 
been given something like a greatest 
hits treatment: criminal on the marsh, 
playtime at Miss Havisham's, the rotted- 
through wedding finery, the little girl 
whose heart is ice, "I say, it's grand to 
be a gentleman, mysterious benefac¬ 
tor!" Those scenes are grand here, 
too, but Newell subsumes them into 
the fuller story, emphasizing character 
and feeling, never getting caught up 
in that plummy puddings-and-corsets 
Christmastide pageantry that strangles 
so many takes on Dickens. He finds 
the vital heart of most scenes and 
gives us many fine portraits: Robbie 
Coltrane plays Jaggers, that unknow¬ 
able lawyer, as a man-made force of 
nature, the agent through whom the 
whims of the moneyed become lawful 
fact; Ben Lloyd-Hughes as the louchest 
of London's gentlemen class is the 
perfect demonstration of the destruc¬ 
tive pointlessness of Pip's fantasy of 
being a moneyed, idle fancypants. 

Then there are the principals. Helena 
Bonham Carter and the filmmakers 
approach Miss Havisham not as a 
brittle septuagenarian but as a brilliant, 
cruel, scheming, still-alluring woman 
of means relishing her own theatri¬ 
cal decay—and the power such Grey 
Gardens madness gives her over the 
timid relatives in her orbit. Newell's film 
doesn't supplant Lean's, of course, but 
it's the best since, rich in feeling and 
dark beauty, alive with the superior 
scenecraft. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

LAST VEGAS A new iteration of the 
dude-bro Dionysian comedy, Last Vegas 
is a reverse Mentos commercial in 
which the clever old people have to 
outwit the entitled, selfish young people 
in order to get into the nightclub or yank 
a casino's penthouse suite away from a 
formerly respectable hip-hop artist now 
slumming in lazy, mid-budget comedies. 
Presumably, the cast's enthusiasm to 
work together was greater than their 
enthusiasm for the script, a sitcom-level 
tissue of broad jokes, flat gags, and lazy 


coincidences. But what the film has 
in spades is charm, its four co-stars 
leveraging obvious mutual admiration 
and roughly 160 man-years of comic 
experience for some genuine onscreen 
chemistry. When 70-year-old bachelor 
Billy (Michael Douglas) proposes to his 
much younger girlfriend—at a funeral, 
while delivering the eulogy—his three 
childhood friends insist on throwing 
him the same Las Vegas bachelor party 
he'd thrown in their honor decades 
before. Sam (Kevin Kline), who hasn't 
boned his wife in a decade, gets tacit 
permission to cheat during the long 
weekend. Paddy (Robert De Niro) is in 
extended mourning for his deceased 
wife. And Archie (Morgan Freeman, 
who is the greatest), a twice-divorced 
stroke survivor in fear of recurrence, 
has consigned himself to a hermetic 
life in his overprotective son's home. 

The film's hidden asset is the luminous 
Mary Steenburgen, funny and gorgeous 
as an empty-nest mom turned lounge 
chanteuse who beguiles the dudes with 
age-appropriate flirting and arch humor. 
The characters are totally passive— 
money, drinks, women, and unexpected 
acclaim shower down on the elder-bros 
like Werther's Originals from God's own 
cardigan pocket, completely unearned 
by the characters or the screenplay.

CAPTAIN PHILLIPS Tom Hanks has built 
a career out of playing aggressively 
noble roles, so it's only natural to want 
to see him taken down a peg. But it's no 
fun to watch him suffer at the hands of 
Somali pirates in Paul Greengrass'true- 
life adventure Captain Phillips, adapted 
from Richard Phillips' memoir. Still, 
Hanks can be a marvelous performer, 
and here he lets out one hell of a quiet 
roar. Hanks plays the commander of the 
Maersk Alabama, a U.S. cargo ship en 
route to Kenya beset by Somali pirates. 
After trying to negotiate with these 
aggressive, trigger-happy extortionists, 
he somehow persuades them to release 
the ship and its crew in exchange for 
the wad of cash stashed in the ship's 
safe. The solution, of course, isn't as 
simple as that, and the ordeal that 
unfolds over the next five days involves 
further fruitless negotiation, countless 
bumps and bruises, and, ultimately, 
bloodshed of the sort Robert Louis 
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Stevenson never imagined. Especially 
for a modern adventure movie, Captain 
Phillips is spectacularly well-made: 
Greengrass has given us serious- 
minded pictures ( Bloody Sunday, United 
93) and entertainments that skitter 
and scamper across rooftops and 
continents [The Bourne Supremacy, 

The Bourne Ultimatum ), and he's adept 
at keeping things moving without 
gumming up the works. Greengrass 
attempts to humanize the pirates, and 
his actors—particularly Barkhad Abdi 
as the leader, Muse, and Barkhad 
Abdirahman as addled teenager Bilal— 
are superb. But Captain Phillips gets 
dangerously close to making a "these 
people just can't help themselves" 
defense, which is a particularly subtle, 
if unintentional, kind of racism. (PG-13)

CARRIE Kimberly Peirce changes almost 
nothing in her rallying remake of Brian 
De Palma's classic about a troubled 
telekinetic teenager. She doesn't have 
to. Yes, now the mean girls who pelt 
Carrie with tampons upload a cell 
phone video of the attack, and the well- 
meaning jock who squires the school 
outcast to prom compares himself to 
Tim Tebow. But the big difference is the 
culture around Carrie. In 2013, bullying 
is the hot-topic high school problem— 
even Justin Bieber bravely called it "a 
terrible thing"—which gives Peirce, 
the empathetic director of Boys Don't 
Cry, the audience's blessing to make 
Carrie's anguished vengeance extra 
gory. Star Chloe Grace Moretz doesn't 
have the alien eeriness of young Sissy 
Spacek, who was 26 and married 
when she played the doomed virgin. 

A beautiful, broad-shouldered blonde 
who's already slain 80 dudes onscreen 
in Kick-Ass and Kick-Ass 2, Moretz has 
to work harder to sell Carrie's victim 
status, hunching herself in half, cross¬ 
ing her elbows tight across her chest, 
and frizzing her hair into a poof. It 
doesn't quite work, so it's a relief to see 
her smile when her gym teacher (Judy 
Greer) convinces her she'd be gor¬ 
geous with a little blush. We all know 
what's coming, which makes Moretz's 
tentative fantasies of acceptance as 
gutting as the indiscriminate massacre 
that follows. After the betrayed girl 
slams shut the gymnasium doors, we 
can't help but think of the elaborate kill 
lists that school shooters leave behind 
before they give up and just start 
spraying everyone. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

THE COUNSELOR The Counselor is 
the cumbersome end product of a 
high-minded writer trying to slum and 
a slick director aiming for cosmic 
depth. In his first original screenplay 
written directly for the screen, novel¬ 
ist Cormac McCarthy takes a holiday 
from the apocalyptic portentousness 
of his No Country for Old Men and The 
Road adaptations, instead giving us a 
wet-lipped drug dealer (Javier Bardem) 
with hedgehog hair and a pastel-hued, 
cactus-laden mansion; a pair of deadly 
cheetahs; and a constricting weapon 
that slowly severs heads. What hasn't 
been lost is McCarthy's wordy speech¬ 
ifying, which undoubtedly aroused 
director Ridley Scott. The look of The 
Counselor is smeary and smoggy, as 
if shot during one long, hot, dirty Los 
Angeles morning. Yet amid Scott's 
chronic fetishizing of various macho 
odd jobs, from alloying liquid metals 
to removing bullets, are long-winded 
monologues about the inherent evil in 
all of us. It's a bit like attending Sunday 
school in a bordello. Aside from its 
enjoyably bleak ending, The Counselor 
generates few thrills, mainly because 
its pawn—a corrupt lawyer undone 
by a botched Mexican drug deal—is 
played by Michael Fassbender, a steely, 
intimidating figure who looks merely 
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sulky when he's supposed to be in 
peril. Cameron Diaz, as Bardem's two- 
faced wife, trips over her character's 
Barbadian accent, and over impossible 
lines like "it's our faintness of heart 
that drives us to the edge of ruin." But 
she still proves irresistible; her angular 
cheekbones and feline pout resemble 
Sophia Loren's, and her spry, gymnas¬ 
tic performance—in one sequence, 
she straddles a whole windshield—is 
the brightest spot in this joylessly 
seedy enterprise. (R) Sam Weisberg. 
Countywide. 

DALLAS BUYERS CLUB Matthew 
McConaughey lost 40 pounds to play 
AIDS victim, entrepreneur, and ad-hoc 
activist Ron Woodruff in Dallas Buyers 
Club. His figure is so attenuated you 
can almost hear his bones crack¬ 
ing; his gait is that of a slow-motion 
alien, his neck one long stretch of 
tendons. But there's never a moment 
when you don't see the whole person. 
McConaughey's Woodruff is a fully 
rounded "y'all go fuck yourselves" 
folk hero. Woodruff was a real person, 
an electrician from Dallas diagnosed 
with HIV in 1985—he'd contracted the 
virus from a forgotten heterosexual 
encounter—and given 30 days to live. 
Dallas Buyers Club, directed by Jean- 
Marc Vallee, shows how Woodruff 
fought. Unable to partake of the then- 
experimental AZT, he began obtaining 
the drug through back channels, 
selling it at a profit to those in need, 
and also using it to keep himself alive. 
Previously, Woodruff had seen AIDS 
as "the gay disease." But the more he 


learned about the virus and its pos¬ 
sible treatments, the more he came to 
care about his fellow sufferers. What's 
remarkable about Dallas Buyers Club 
is its lack of sentimentality. The movie, 
like its star, is all angles and elbows, 
earning its emotion through sheer 
pragmatism. Woodruff, a man with a 
job to do, enlists help from a number 
of acquaintances, usually by first tak¬ 
ing advantage of them. They include 
his physician, Eve Saks (Jennifer 
Garner), and a fellow AIDS patient 
named Rayon (Jared Leto), a trans¬ 
sexual who, in a marvelous scene, 
manages to both charm and challenge 
the (at first) aggressively homophobic 
Woodruff. They begin a business 
partnership that evolves into a friend¬ 
ship, bickering like the Honeymooners 
all the way. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

ESCAPE PLAN In First Blood, Richard 
Crenna plays Trautman, a harbinger 
figure whose function is to explain 
to the antagonists—and the audi¬ 
ence—that John Rambo is "a man 
who's been trained to ignore pain, 
ignore weather, to live off the land, 
to eat things that would make a billy 
goat puke!" If Trautman wandered 
into director Mikael Hafstrom's 
Escape Plan, he would probably never 
shut up about how smart Sylvester 
Stallone's Breslin is. "He finished 
Gravity's Rainbow while defending his 
thesis! He's been trained to catalyze 
reagents that would make niobium 
oxidize!" Even without him, the script 


takes pains to elevate the smartness 
of all the film's muscley dudes. For 
one thing, they get to hang around the 
wonderful Amy Ryan, who raises the 
average intelligence of any room she 
occupies. 50 Cent plays the world's 
best "cyber thug," his brilliance con¬ 
veyed via wearing glasses. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger enters with a literary 
reference. And in the film's opening 
sequence, Breslin, a hypertrophic 
polymath hired to test prison facilities, 
ghosts his way out of solitary confine¬ 
ment using unapologetic MacGyver 
tactics. The film's insecurity about 
the characters' intellects is probably 
because of its generosity with punch¬ 
ing—the punching is great, and fre¬ 
quent. Whenever the characters need 
to distract prison guards, they create 
punching-based diversions, ultimately 
punching their way right out of jail. 

The plot is a no-frills escape from a 
Guantanamo-like supermax prison 
evilly administered by Jim Caviezel. 
With its fun script and cheap visu¬ 
als, Escape Plan evokes the halfwit 
cheesiness of 1980s-era Canon films, 
but it also recalls the deft pacing and 
legibility of their action sequences. (R) 
Chris Packham. Countywide. 

THE FIFTH ESTATE Maybe 
you've thought, "Wow, Benedict 
Cumberbatch as Julian Assange—I'd 
like to see that." The good news: 

Deep into The Fifth Estate you actu¬ 
ally do, when Cumberbatch faces a 
camera straight-on and acts for a 
good 40 seconds. He's marvelous, his 
Assange equal parts charisma and 
nerves, moral zeal and pushy self- 
righteousness. Cumberbatch speaks 
in a put-upon gush, his Assange sick 
of all the time people waste by making 
him spell out the truths he consid¬ 
ers self-evident. He might be that 
good the rest of the movie, too. But I 
defy to you say for sure. Other than 
that brief scene, his every moment 
is diced up by reckless, senseless 
cuts, none revealing anything more 
than director Bill Condon's fear that 
we're bored. The Fifth Estate follows 
Daniel Domscheit-Berg (Daniel Bruhl), 
Assange's early partner and here a 
milquetoast audience surrogate, from 
WikiLeaks' first info-dumps right up 
to the 2010 release of tens of thou¬ 
sands of U.S. documents. Assange 
starts heroic and inspiring, liberating 
Domscheit-Berg from a job he hates 
for the work of exposing corruption 


and speaking truth to power. But then 
Assange turns megalomanic and 
needs some truth told to him, too. Like 
J.J. Abrams' TV dramas, The Fifth 
Estate opens at its most interesting 
moment and then flashes way back 
to show how we got there. There's 
the boho Euro underground hacker 
culture, the panicked U.S. State 
Department exposition-deliverers 
(including Laura Linneyl), even some¬ 
thing of a countdown clock. It all hews 
so closely to template that it's easy to 
imagine that paperclip from Microsoft 
Word popped up on Condon's desktop 
one day and said, "It looks like you're 
directing a techno-thriller. Would 
you like help?" (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Century Stadium 25, Orange. 

FREE BIRDS Free Birds, an animated 
wingding from director Jimmy 
Hayward (Horton Hears a Who!), 
offers a vision of a kinder, gentler 
Thanksgiving. Reggie (voiced by 
Owen Wilson) is a young turkey with 
a higher-than-average IQ, which 
means he knows his days are num¬ 
bered. But Reggie sees a way out 
when the President comes through 
town to pardon one lucky turkey. (As 
voiced by Hayward, he's a Bill Clinton 
sound-alike with a cheerful corndog 
drawl.) Reggie is lucky enough to be 
the chosen bird, and he's whisked off 
to Camp David, where he's introduced 
to the pleasures of TV and pizza deliv¬ 
ery. No turkey ever had it so good. 

But fate intervenes in the form of a 
bigger, more ambitious turkey named 
Jake (Woody Harrelson), who urges 
the reluctant Reggie to travel back 
in time and alter mankind's holiday¬ 
eating habits. Via a giant talking space 
egg named S.T.E.V.E. (that stands for 
Space Time Exploration Vehicle Envoy, 
and its voice belongs to George Takei), 
they whiz back to Plymouth circa 
1621, where they try to destroy the 
gunpowder stash of Myles Standish 
(Colm Meaney) to keep turkeykind 
safe from his muskets. Their plan 
goes awry, and they're saved by a 
plucky girl-turkey named Jenny (Amy 
Poehler). She serves as Reggie's love 
interest, though she's also destined 
for great things within her own turkey 
tribe. Free Birds is so unhinged that it 
could almost work. It doesn't, at least 
not after Reggie leaves the comfort of 
Camp David behind. Like so many ani¬ 
mated features these days, Free Birds 
tries to pack too much in; the picture 


feels cramped and cluttered, and, 
despite its occasionally manic action, 
it moves as slowly as a fattened 
bird waddling toward its doom. (PG)

JACKASS PRESENTS: BAD 

GRANDPA Think Little Miss Sunshine 
could have used an elastic penis? 
Behold: Bad Grandpa, in which a 
widower and an eight-year-old drive 
across the country hitting on chicks, 
farting in diners, and getting grand¬ 
dad's manhood stuck in a vending 
machine before sending the boy out in 
drag to perform a striptease at a kid¬ 
die beauty pageant. The stars, Johnny 
Knoxville and Jackson Nicoll, are 
comedians; the extras are unsuspect¬ 
ing victims just going about their day 
in a park when the Jackass creator 
tootles up in convincing liver spots to 
land, then fellate, a four-foot fish. Like 
Borat, the joke is on the American 
need-to-please. How long will these 
real-life bingo players, funeral sing¬ 
ers, and male strippers tolerate 
Knoxville's antics? Very long. No one 
even calls the cops when he and 
the kid perch on a picnic bench and 
chug a six-pack of beer. But the joke 
is really on Knoxville, who, despite 
flinging himself through a glass wall 
and rigging up a fake poo-sprayer in 
his pants, gets fewer laughs than his 
boy sidekick. An unknown child actor, 
Nicoll has soulful eyes and an almost 
frightening deadpan composure. 

When he begs strangers to be his new 
dad, they're legitimately unnerved 
(but they still abandon him on the 
street). By Jackass standards, Bad 
Grandpa is benign—it's neither as fun 
nor as thrilling as watching Knoxville 
play tetherball with a beehive. But 
Nicoll deserves as much applause as 
Sunshine's Abigail Breslin. Put him 
in a remake of The Bicycle Thief and 
the kid could win an Oscar. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

PRISONERS If five Oscar nominees lose 
two young girls in the woods, will 
their wailing make a sound? That's 
the key question of Prisoners, Denis 
Villeneuve's prestigious puffery about 
a father (Hugh Jackman) and a cop 
(Jake Gyllenhaal) trying to catch a 
kidnapper. Prisoners is a dog-whistle 
for Academy voters. It might work, 
except that a) it makes no sense, 
and b) it's not from Clint Eastwood, 
the only director with enough swag- 
gerto demand such schlock be 
taken seriously. Our setting is a 
gray Pennsylvania town, where an 
ordinary man like Keller (Jackman) 
can teach his son to hunt in case a 
hurricane blows civilization away. 
Keller is a survivalist with an innate 
certainty that he can do better than 
the experts. That includes Detective 
Loki (Gyllenhaal), charged with track¬ 
ing down Keller's daughter, Anna 
(Erin Gerasimovich), and neighbor girl 
Joy (Kyla Drew Simmons) after they 
go missing. Initially, Keller begs Loki 
to help him make sense of the facts: 
Why did local weirdo Alex Jones 
(Paul Dano), a childlike near-mute, 
try to escape when questioned by the 
police? And why can't Loki keep him 
in custody? Loki brushes him off with 
police platitudes. He doesn't realize 
Keller may take matters, er, make that 
Alex—into his own hands. And fists. 
And homemade torture chambers. 
Villeneuve is interested in the raw 
ugliness of human desperation, and 
parts of the film get so bleak that it's 
surprising to realize it's not a remake 
of something Swedish. But when 
human complexities get in the way of 
screenwriter Aaron Guzikowski's plot 
twists, he and Villeneuve just throw 
away the parts that don't fit, hollowing 
out the story's internal logic. (R) Amy 
Nicholson.

Cal State Fullerton’s Begovich Gallery offers a gripping exhibit 

on Victorian-era death portraits

I t’s Nov. 2, Dia de los Muertos—the 
Mexican Day of the Dead. I’ve spent 
the early afternoon with friends on 
Fourth Street in Santa Ana for the annual 
Noche de Altares, helping to build an 
altar that honors family and friends who 
have passed away. Covered with framed 
photos, ofrendas of food, flowers, incense, 
liquor, cigarettes and miniature sugar 
skulls (offered to attract the spirits of the 
faithful departed), the often elaborate 


altares resemble colorful mixed-media 
art installations. At night, votives flicker 
and glow as if tiny spirits were trying to 
remind us they haven’t gone anywhere. 

It’s been 15 years since my friend Ty 
called to tell me he’d been diagnosed 
with multiple sclerosis. I was concerned, 
but he was so young (late 20s) and the 
disease so slow-acting I figured the dis¬ 
ability and eventual death that would 
result would be a long time coming. 

Little did either of us know it wasn’t 
MS, but rather a fast-acting brain tumor 
that rapidly began to take away his eye¬ 
sight, make him halt in his step, bloat 
him from steroids, and then kill him. He 
had married just before his diagnosis, 
and when his wife called to tell me he’d 
died suddenly in her arms a short time 
after a recent, presumed successful brain 
surgery, I was floored. At his funeral, the 
casket was open, but I intention¬ 
ally arrived late, not wanting to 
see him inside it. While immersed 
in my grief, I couldn’t look at my 
friend’s body. I could, however, 
look at the dead bodies of others. 

I started collecting postmor¬ 
tem photographs, specifically 
Victorian-era portraits of the dead. 

A new process at the time, photog¬ 
raphy was often the last resource 
for remembrance, the idea being 
that the picture of a loved one’s 
corpse was better than no picture 
at all. The standard image was the 
family member in a casket, but 


not everyone could afford one, so there 
are instances in which the deceased are 
posed sitting in chairs, “reading” books; 
“resting” on a couch; or, in the case of 
children, lying in the arms of a living 
parent as though sleeping. Gruesome 
to some, the raw loss in the eyes of the 
stiffly posed survivors is often harder to 
take than the image of a dead body. 

With easy access to graphic pictures 
of death and destruction on the Inter¬ 
net, is this just more of 
the same, an appeal to 
morbid voyeurism? A 
dog whistle for Goths 
who think the cessa¬ 
tion of breath and brain 
activity is something 
cool and romantic? 

No. While black-clad, 
tattooed alterna-types 
were omnipresent in 
the Begovich Gallery’s 
“Beyond the Dark 
Veil: Post Mortem and 
Mourning Photogra¬ 
phy,” curator Jacqueline 
Bunge Barger has taken 
almost 200 photos from 
the Thanatos Archive 
to create a strong overview of the move¬ 
ment, as well as providing a thoughtfully 
somber, historical context. 

There are a few small quibbles: Since 
the majority of the pictures are from the 
1800s, some are fading with age or of a 
less-than-perfect quality. The dim light¬ 
ing in the gallery that so successfully 
provides mood for the exhibit can be 
hard on those who forget their glasses; 
the lack of magnifying lenses and the 
often-sharp glare on the cases can make 
details difficult to decipher, especially 
noticeable when dealing with the small, 
shiny surface of tintypes. Compounding 
those little distractions is the issue of 
the biographical information: It’s always 
posted at the beginning or end of the 
long display cases. As thorough as it is, 
it would have been more accessible dis¬ 
played directly above the photographs. 


It may not have been as aesthetically 
pleasing as the display cases and black 
walls look at present, but the viewer also 
wouldn’t have to sprint back and forth 
between picture and info to understand 
what they’re looking at. 



Recently, I’ve been thinking about sell¬ 
ing the 100-odd postmortem photos I’ve 
collected over the past 15 years since Ty 
passed away, feeling as though I’ve come 
to terms with the reasons why I bought 
them in the first place. I thought I’d out¬ 
grown the mourning, but after the week¬ 
end at Noche de Altares, my time at the 
Begovich and a Monday-morning walk 
through a marigold-strewn section of 
Fairhaven Memorial Park, I realized such 
thinking is kind of fruitless. We may deal 
with loss in any number of ways—collect¬ 
ing photos, decorating altars or just hold¬ 
ing on to the memories—but if you really 
loved someone, why should you “get over 
it”? Those altars will only grow bigger 
as our lives (and losses) continue. The 
only way to honor the dead is to not close 
yourself off and pretend it’s not happen¬ 
ing, but to hold your arms open in wel¬ 
come, letting those memories and images 
fill the hole in your heart.

Sugar, Sugar 

W hoever decided 
Americans 
ought to have hair¬ 
less bodies was 
being a jerk. No one 
disagrees that French 
women are sexy, and 
look at those pits! You'd 
think we'd be used to defoliation, 
though, given humans have removed 
body hair since building the pyramids. 

But, apparently, Pharaoh were smarter 
than us shaving/waxing/Nairing folks; they 
used sugaring to eliminate hair before these 
lesser techniques even existed. 

Yet the process was virtually nonexistent 
in OC until the past couple of years. It's 
similar to waxing in that you remove hair by 
applying a viscous substance to the skin, 
then pulling it off—but 10,000 times better 
for you. Instead of a sickly orange chemical, 
sugaring uses only three ingredients: sugar, 
water and lemon. The mixture is heated 
until it becomes a soft-yellow ball of cara¬ 
mel, and then it's spread over the skin. 

Some sugarists use applicators, but 
Dillan O'Neal, owner of Sugar Sugar By 
Dillan in Costa Mesa, is a purist. Her 
sugar cottage (which we incidentally 
named Best Sugaring in our Best Of 
issue this year), built in 1908, looks 
straight out of the 1950s and is incred¬ 
ibly cozy. She says sugaring is best 
done by hand so that body heat rubs it 
into every pore. "In estheticians' school, 
you have to do 400 hours of waxing, and 
it completely destroyed my skin," O'Neal 
says, "so I had to start searching for a 
gentler method." 

But don'tthink its simplicity means you 
can do it at home; sugaring is a learned 
technique, and O'Neal has seen the experi¬ 
ence spoiled by not going to experts. "It's all 
about comfort," she says. 

Don't get us wrong: Sugaring is a bit 
painful—but only the first time. After that, 
the hair grows back softer, finer and slower, 
making it easier to pull out. Plus, the pro¬ 
cess removes only hair, so you'll never be 
left tender from the first layer of your dermis 
gone missing, as with waxing. Sugaring also 
eliminates blackheads and exfoliates, mak¬ 
ing your skin oh-so-soft. 

"I have clients who spent thousands [of 
dollars] on laser hair removal, and it never 
worked," O'Neal says. "It seems trivial, 
but being smooth really gives people more 
confidence." And O'Neal's shop is all about 
that. Maybe those anti-hair jerks aren't so 
bad after all....

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Getting Warmer 

Cold War Kids prep for a new record, realize that growing up means lightening up

T he eerie ability to suck the noise 
out of a room has long been 
a specialty of the Cold War 
Kids. With four records, a handful of 
EPs and countless tours in their back 
pocket, their fans are well-trained to 
respect the silence of a strained, soul¬ 
ful ballad; a piano-plunking allegory; 
and Nathan Willett’s brooding tales 
about drunk dads, loners, charlatans 
and cowards. The title track from their 
EP Tuxedos is par for the course—all 
the masked pain of showing up stag 
at a wedding wrapped in a pretty, 
sparsely adorned melody. It’s the kind 
of song designed for drunk tears at 
2 a.m. between the bitter end of the 
reception and the rush to pray at the 
porcelain altar of a hotel toilet. 

“There’s a loneliness that comes 
with being at a wedding when you 
don’t have a mate,” Willett says. “It’s 
something I’ve experienced so many 
times, and I know it’s a real deep hol¬ 
lowness that you feel that that song 
really embodies.” 

But even though it falls right in 
line with past records, including the 
haunting handful of studio outtakes 
and cover songs strung together to 
make the new EP, the track “Tuxedos” 
actually feels a little out of place in 
the context of their fourth full-length 
effort, Dear Miss Lonelyhearts. We’re

seeing a more upbeat Cold War Kids 
lately—a band that is willing to trade a 
bit of the bluesy, minimalist twang for 
swells of synthesizer, major key gui¬ 
tar strumming and proud, pop hooks, 
emphasizing strength over sorrow. It’s 
a sure sign that for this band, maturity 
also means lightening up and cranking 
the music up a little louder. 

“Normally, we finish a record, and 
we’re like, ‘Aww, man this is great,”’ 
Willett says. “Then you go out and 
tour it for a year, and you’re at more of 
a festival-type setting, and you’re like, 
‘Where are the hard rockers? Where 
are the songs that really hit and drive?”’ 

It’s a concern that Willett, bassist 
Matt Maust, drummer Matt Aveiro 
and new guitarist Dann Gallucci can’t 
wait to address as they steam toward 
the end of a long tour. They plan to 
hole themselves up in their San Pedro 
studio to crank out a fifth album, but 


not before taking a final bow in front of 
a hometown crowd in Santa Ana at the 
Observatory on Friday. This gig smacks 
of an equally gratifying exchange: 
local-boys-done-good performing at a 
venue owned by Jon Reiser, the same 
guy who helped give Cold War Kids 
their start during the heyday of Detroit 
Bar in the mid-aughts. 

“I remember our friend [producer] 
Matt Wignall told us at one point 
there’s this moment in time when your 
friends come to every show and it feels 
like a movement, it feels like a scene, 
and everyone is in this thing together,” 
Willett says. “It’s awesome, but there’s 
only a window of time for this, so you 
have to think about how to take it 
somewhere beyond this.” 

In those days, before the word hip¬ 
ster became such a loaded term, the 
band, originally based in Whittier and 
Fullerton, unintentionally became the 
poster children for a new movement in 
which bands tripped over themselves 
to play a specific brand of indie rock 
fueled by minimalism, scarves and 
skinny jeans. The culture that adored 
the Mulberry Street EP and especially 
their 2006 full-length debut, Robbers 
and Cowards, couldn’t help but use the 
group’s early releases as the standard 
by which the music scene and the band

Las Cafeteras Are 
More Than Musical 

East LA folk-fusion band crosses 
internal and external borders

T he phrase “Yo no creo enfrontemsl” 
has become the unofficial mission 
statement for East LA’s eclectic 
folk outfit Las Cafeteras. The line from 
their rabble-rousing hit “La Bamba 
Rebelde” is an apt description of how 
cavalier they are about crossing stylis¬ 
tic and geographical borders with their 
music. This year alone, they’ve dabbled in 
mainstream pop, opened for Colombian 
superstar Juanes in Miami, and did a live 
collaboration with the LA Philharmonic. 
With every new step they take, the title 
of their 2012 release, It’s Time, feels more 
and more prophetic. 

Before they became a band, the mem¬ 
bers of Las Cafeteras were students. “We 
were all friends, family, activists and orga¬ 
nizers who knew each other before we 
even started playing music,” says Denise 
Carlos, who once trained as a dancer. 

In the mid-2000s, Carlos, Leah Gallegos, 
Annette Torres, Daniel French, and broth¬ 
ers David and Hector Flores studied the 
Veracruz-based, West African-influenced 
Mexican tradition of son jarocho at free 
classes offered by a friend at El Sereno’s 
Eastside Cafe. Years later, the co-ed crew, 
with the addition of Jose Cano, named their 
group after the space that molded them. 

Though they struggled to forge an 
identity, they eventually crafted a sound 
anchored in the instrumentation of son 
jarocho but incorporating other forms of 
expression such as hip-hop, Native Ameri¬ 
can music and cumbia rhythms. The 
band’s big opportunities and successes 
affirmed their risk-taking decisions. “It’s 
proof to us that there’s a hunger for [not 
only] this sound, but also the message that 
we’re putting out there,” Carlos says. 

That message includes immigrant-rights 
issues, the politics of the Chicano Move¬ 
ment, and the stories of the neighborhoods 
in which they grew up. “It’s a remixed per¬ 
spective of what it means to be Chicano,” 


says French, a vocalist and jaranero who 
says his band is like Gogol Bordello-meets- 
acoustic East Los. Las Cafeteras’ recent 
More Than Music tour took them to Can¬ 
ada, where they also chose to incorporate 
poetry and storytelling workshops at the 
colleges where they performed. 

“A lot of folks have never shared 
something they’ve written, especially so 
personal, with a group of people before,” 
French says. “We also did a zapateado 
workshop, and some of the students 
came up and performed with us on one 
of our songs. We’re really open to our 
space being shared and border-crossing 
between audience and performer.” 

Gradually, the band became part of a 
new generation of contemporary artists 
from East LA, including La Santa Cecilia, 
La Chamba and Irene Diaz, among others. 
Earlier this year at Self Help Graphics in 
Boyle Heights, the group experienced an 
unforgettable moment in that spirit. “We 
were able to play ‘La Bamba Rebelde’ with 
Los Lobos!” Carlos excitedly recounts of 
the improvisation initiated by the legend¬ 
ary, veteran musicians who popularized 
“La Bamba,” son jarocho’s most well- 
known song, in the Ritchie Valens biopic of 
the same name. “For them to say that they 
were passing the torch to us was amazing.” 

While Las Cafeteras prepare for a new 
album, they are still taken aback at how 
far they’ve come as a band. “I think it’s a 
beautiful thing that something can grow 
from a very organic community class,” 
says Carlos, “to being onstage, where 
people are applauding you for singing 
and playing.”

F or plenty of local indie-rock bands, oppor¬ 
tunities such as meeting the National's 
Matt Berninger would be a highlight of the 
year. But for Torches'Azad Cheikosman and 
Eric Fabbro, shaking hands and posing for 
pictures with one of their idols is only a small 
sample of what's fueling their fire as musi¬ 
cians these days. 

Since January, the duo has toured the 
country, released an EP, played festivals and 
headlined a residency at the lauded Echo 
in Los Angeles, all the while creating an 
insatiable momentum that continues to grow 
exponentially both in Southern California and 
nationally. "We've found that in some places, 
like Kansas City and spots in the Midwest, 
people are really eager when a new band 
comes into town," Cheikosman says. 

"They're just down for new music, maybe 
because there's nothing to do?" 

He laughs, but there's definitely plenty of 
truth to that. In Southern California, we're 
spoiled by the amount of great music acces¬ 
sible to us. "[Playing those cities] definitely 
proved a point to us," Cheikosman continues. 
"After each show, we sold a lot of merch; 
our mailing list filled up almost every night in 
some of those areas; it was great." 

However, life on the road isn't always that 
rewarding. "There are definitely nights when 
we're playing for maybe 10 or 15 people in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico," the singer/gui¬ 
tarist laments. "[That] happened on the last 
tour. You kind of just have to get into it.... You 
have to play every show like it's your last and 
like it means something. You want to leave 
people with something they'll remember." 

This mindset is what first conjured the 
buzz surrounding Torches. In the studio, 


Cheikosman's vocals soar as Fabbro's drum¬ 
ming guides each track, but live, the two 
breathe new life into each song with the help 
of a full band. They experiment with percus¬ 
sion and arrangement, and Cheikosman isn't 
afraid to let loose, often ending the set in the 
crowd (or as close as he can get). It's this 
high energy that sets a Torches performance 
apart from other traditional indie bands. 

Their genuine passion and sincerity shine 
on their records. In 2012, the duo released 
their debut full-length, Head Full of Rust, and 
this May they dropped the follow-up EP Let 
the People Stare. "It was almost like I was 
trying to connect with myself in those songs 
and hoping people would connect with it," 
Cheikosman says. 

While imagery and storytelling play roles 
in his songwriting, personal experiences and 
feelings weigh the heaviest in his lyricism, 
and he believes Torches' next album will be 
their boldest statement yet. "We're about 
10 songs into the [new] record," he says, 

"and it's everything we wanted to say. We 
went through a big transition last December 
when our bass player decided to part ways 
[with the band].... It taught us a lot about 
ourselves: howto be a band, knowing what 
we want, and just having realistic expecta¬ 
tions with the songs and how people are 
going to respond to them." As a result, the 
vocalist predicts this album will give the band 
the momentum they need to progress to the 
next level. 

He and Fabbro have offered fans sneak 
peeks of new material during live perfor¬ 
mances, and they are ending the year with 
a slew of co-headlining Southern California 
shows with fellow LA darlings the Lonely 
Wild. The micro tour includes a night at the 
prestigious Echoplex and a stop at Costa 
Mesa's Detroit Bar; the set lists will focus 
primarily on new songs and possibly a few 
extra bodies onstage (including a violinist). 

So what's in store for Torches in 2014? 
Aside from a sophomore full-length, they're 
in the market for a new van. In that regard, 
the band may have found a winner for their 
next big tour. "It's a Mercedes Sprinter," 
Cheikosman says proudly. "She's a beaut!"

would continually be measured. 

Along the way, Willett and company 
were bitten more than once by the same 
blog critics and fans who nurtured them. 
Lukewarm reviews of their past couple 
of records, Loyalty to Loyalty and Mine Is 
Yours, evolved into lambastes over Wil¬ 
lett’s heavy reliance on religious symbol¬ 
ism and various hallmarks of the band’s 
sound. Though an audience turning on 
artists is nothing new, negative feedback 
definitely dogged Willett, who has admit¬ 
tedly paid too much attention to negative 
reviews in the past. 


But part of eventually accepting the 
stardom they’d earned during the hard- 
charging OC/Long Beach days was 
learning to shake off the haters. The 
acclaim of Dear Miss Lonely he arts— the 
name and concept were borrowed from a 
Nathanael West novel—proved the Kids 
still pack an emotional wallop, but in a 
way that doesn’t feel like the same gut- 
punch over and over again. 

Credit much of their progression 
to returning to their San Pedro studio 
to record. Connected to a dilapidated 
plumber’s shop, it’s a surprisingly vibey 
creative space—all high ceilings and 
wood floors. The den is littered with 
an arsenal of vintage gear. Since stum¬ 


bling on the space years ago, it’s now 
the compound where almost everything 
involving the band goes down. Maust, 
who does all the artwork and album cov¬ 
ers for the band, has made it kind of like 
a little museum with all of his abstract 
paintings. It has even made a few cameos 
in their music videos for “Miracle Mile” 
and “The Audience.” 

“The only regret I have is that we 
should’ve started making records there 
sooner,” Willett says. The studio’s sound 
board is managed by Gallucci, who has 
replaced Jonnie Russell as the band’s 
guitarist and took on the role of aural 
translator. He quickly proved to be a 
talented engineer who could help trans-

pose the band’s new ideas without hav¬ 
ing to explain themselves to someone 
outside the band. The tattooed axeman 
was a key player (along with producer 
Lars Stalfors) in the construction of 
the more audacious sounds of Dear 
Miss Lonelyhearts. And despite it being 
somewhat of a transitional record for 
the group, the final product gave Willett 
plenty of confidence to chase the next 
one in the same way. 

“We’ve been fortunate to record in 
some of the greatest studios around, and I 
don’t regret that,” Willett says. “But being 
able to make the last record totally digi¬ 
tal with a limited budget, all in our own 
space is such a rad experience. It kinda 
feels like we went to doing things the way 
of the past, but a way that works for us.” 

No matter how long they’ve been on 
tour or how far away they’ve been, nos¬ 
talgia and affection still abound when 
Cold War Kids’ boots hit home soil. 

Even the drive over the bridge from 
San Pedro into Long Beach triggers the 
not-so-long-ago memories of lingering 
around Fingerprints, sweaty Solo cup 
house parties and an undeniable sense of 
excitement around them that stretched 
from OC to LA, pushing them to go big¬ 
ger. Now that they have, all the traveling 
and endless work of being a well-oiled 
machine seems to pay off twice as much 
whenever they look into the faces of the 
first audience to lend them their ears, 
their cheers and, especially, their silence. 

“When I think back to those people 
who did come see us at Detroit Bar 
seven years ago and knowing that a lot of 
newer fans are there, it’s special,” Wil¬ 
lett says. “Whether it’s hanging out and 
meeting people or hearing the audience 
banter, there’s this home energy that 
makes things really cool onstage.”

Not So Strange 

Audacity are scrappy, loud and less adventurous 

than they think

K yle Gibson says the word weird a 
lot. The Audacity guitarist/vocal- 
ist uses it at least 10 times in our 
conversation, mostly in referrence to his 
band’s aesthetic choices, especially the 
music they started playing as kids around 
the age of 11. 

“We were learning how to play together; 
[our band] didn’t really resemble anything 
close to normal music,” Gibson says. “It 
was like shitty little-kid symphonies, with 
never-repeating parts and no real cho¬ 
ruses or verses—just a bunch of different 
parts thrown together. I mean, we listened 
to Blink-182 and Green Day back then 
and still do. But it wasn’t exactly a little 
kid pop-punk band. It was much more 
deranged and nonsensical.” 

Technically, they weren’t Audacity 
then. Sometime in 2001, while Gibson and 
guitarist/vocalist Matt Schmalfeld were 
in sixth grade, they formed a group with 
some now ex-members, calling themselves 
Non-Toxic. That Fullerton-rooted outfit 
would evolve into the Plaid, the Attach¬ 
ments, the Audacity and, now, officially, 
just Audacity. “It was always the same 
band,” Gibson says. “It was just [us] going 
through different shitty names until we 
got stuck with the current shitty name.” 

He says most of their early tunes were 
built around “weird, folky parts [that] 
didn’t really resemble normal songs.” But 
as they grew, the fledgling musicians got 
into art-rock bands and punk music— 
mostly British acts such as the Adverts and 
Wire—and even had a saxophone player 
for a moment. After that, interest turned 
toward Redd Kross and the Replacements, 
and the band began “making fun music, as 
opposed to really weird, challenging, artsy 
stuff—or at least having [our music] be a 
combination of those things,” Gibson says. 

During their high-school years in the 
mid- and late 2000s, as other members 
exited, Gibson and Schmalfeld brought 
in drummer Thomas Alvarez and bassist 
Cameron Crowe. And then things started 
to get serious. 

“We actually started playing real shows 
around downtown Fullerton and house 
parties and stuff, instead of just lame car¬ 
nivals and ‘battle of the bands’ [events],” 
Gibson says. “We became more of a real, 


functioning rock band, as opposed to a 
Kidz Bop kind of thing.” 

Audacity’s first record, Power Drown¬ 
ing, landed in 2009 via Burger Records 
and garnered the four-piece attention 
from the press. They’re frequently tagged 
as “garage-punk,” which Gibson himself 
identifies the band as (while emphasizing 
the punk), and they do share the reckless, 
loud spirit of the Briefs, Cloud Nothings 
and Mika Miko. Audacity are also often 
called “lo-fi,” presumably because of their 
output and that school of sound being one 
of Burger Records’ calling cards. Gibson 
agrees that Power Drowning fits the lo-fi 
shoe, but not so much the 2012 full-length 
Mellow Cruisers and especially not But¬ 
ter Knife, their Oct. 29 release on Suicide 
Squeeze Records. 

In fact, Butter Knife shows that Audac¬ 
ity are still very much smitten with 
lo-fi. The cynical “Hole In the Sky,” the 
bummed-out “Cold Rush,” the rambunc¬ 
tious, Roman-candle-like “Pigs” and the 
snarling “Tell Yourself” are all swaddled 
in distortion to purposeful ends. When 
the group do avoid effects—such as on the 
pensive “Rooster” and the somber, piano- 
driven “Autumn”—that squall is conspicu¬ 
ous by its absence. Juicy hooks and sweet 
melodies abound all over the album, just 
masked under crunchy exteriors. Solid 
power-pop songwriting is ultimately their 
bread and butter, not artsy experimenta¬ 
tion or a profound sense of oddness. 

But hey, they appear to have lots of time 
left to implement those changes. Though 
Audacity have been at it for more than a 
decade, Gibson makes it sound as if the 
years haven’t even begun to catch up. “In a 
way, we still kind of feel like kids, just play¬ 
ing around town when we were in high 
school with older bands,” he says. “I don’t 
know if it’s an immaturity thing or some¬ 
thing, but we still kind of feel like that 
sometimes. We’ve kept our youthfulness in 
that way.”

A White Girl Walks Into 
a Mexican Bar... 

The Bobkin in Santa Ana is a great place to suck face- 

just watch it with the restrooms 


A girl in a tube top and heavy makeup 
perched atop her boyfriend at the 
Bobkin in SanTana as he sat on a 
barstool to my left. They were ferociously 
sucking face. I sat there, beer in hand, 
remembering Jerry Seinfeld’s adage about 
staring at cleavage. And who was this other 
woman in a red blouse who just sat next to 
them as they went at it? 

We were in the industrial section of the 
town, in a pool hall that used to entertain 
working-class white men but is now exclu¬ 
sively Mexican. And the other patrons 
(myself included) were certainly not as 
passionate as the couple. Four of them 
quietly skirted around one of the many 
billiards tables; the bartender and a middle- 
aged man played cards; and my guy and I 
sat with matching Pacificos, soaking it all 
in. At the opposite end of the very long bar 
from where the lovers went at it was a lone, 
young blond woman in a black turtleneck, 
clutching a cocktail. 

“Abusamos del Alcohol” by El Koman- 
der played on the Internet jukebox, and all 
four behind-the-bar TVs were tuned to a 
post -fidtbol match gabfest on Univision. The 
long, spacious room was lit only by several 
Bud Light lamps hanging over the pool 
tables and the TVs. The floor—tiled in green, 
red and white, the colors of the Mexican 
flag—would make a perfect dance floor if it 
weren’t covered with dozens and dozens of 
unoccupied tables and chairs. Corona flags 
lined the ceiling, and Corona posters domi¬ 
nated the lengthy walls. The bar doesn’t 
have beers on tap, but rather a decent selec¬ 
tion of Mexican and classic American beers. 
And while it features a full bar, don’t expect 
any craft spirits at the Bobkin: tequila and 
whiskey rule, with most of the hombres 
sticking by their Patron, Chivas and bukanas 
on the top shelf. 

I wish I could write about how crazy it 
was being in a Mexi bar as a white girl, but 


it was hardly any 
different from 
being at any of 
the other neigh¬ 
borhood bars I’ve 
covered. Yeah, we 
got a few looks 
from the cus¬ 
tomers, but that 
happens when 
you go into any 
dive and you’re 
not a regular. I 
did start order¬ 
ing in gabacho 
Spanish—“Dos Pacificos , por favor”— but 
the bartender, a woman in a nice black- 
and-white-striped blazer, didn’t have time 
for ESL. “Do you want salt and lime?” she 
responded. Sure_ 

The one thing that did stand out at the 
Bobkin was the bathroom. Dive-bar bath¬ 
rooms are never expected to smell like 
peaches, but ay carambal Trash was strewn 
all over the floor, and there was grime all 
over the walls. The two stalls didn’t lock. 

I was lucky there was toilet paper. A sign 
on the stalls informed patrons of basic 
bathroom instructions we should all have 
learned by the time we were out of diapers: 
“Estimado cliente, demuestra tu educacion 
usa los banos bien tira los papeles en los 
botes de basura.” 

For those who don’t habla: “Dear clients, 
show your education use the bathrooms 
well throw away toilet paper in the trash 
cans.” It’s as if jAsk a Mexican! came to life! 

The rest of the bar, thankfully was rela¬ 
tively clean for a dive. Other than whatever 
fluids the two lovebirds and their voyeur 
may have left on the floor, of course.
